AN ACT

CONCERNING AN EXPANSION OF THE POWERSOF LOCAL GOVERNMENTSTOMITIGATE THE EFFECTS
OF WILDFIRESBY CONTROLLING THE SALE OF FIREWORK SIN COUNTIES.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Colorado:
SECTION 1. 30-15-401 (1) (n.5), Colorado Revised Statutes, isamended to read:

30-15-401. General regulations. (1) In addition to those powers granted by
sections 30-11-101 and 30-11-107 and by parts 1, 2, and 3 of this article, the board
of county commissioners has the power to adopt ordinances for control or licensing
of those matters of purely local concern which are described in the following
enumerated powers:

(n.5) To ban open fires to a degree and in a manner that the board of county
commissioners deems necessary to reduce the danger of wildfires within those
portions of the unincorporated areas of the county wherethe danger of forest or grass
firesisfound to be high, based on competent evidence. exeeptthatne-banunderthis
paragraph-{r-5)shal-affectthe-sale-effirewerks; THE BAN ON OPEN FIRES IN
ACCORDANCE WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS PARAGRAPH (N.5) MAY INCLUDE A
PROHIBITION ON THE SALE OF FIREWORKS WITHIN THOSE PORTIONS OF THE
UNINCORPORATED AREAS OF THE COUNTY WHERE THE DANGER OF FOREST OR GRASS
FIRES HAS BEEN FOUND TO BE HIGH BASED ON COMPETENT EVIDENCE.

SECTION 2. Safety clause. Thegeneral assembly hereby finds, determines, and
declaresthat this act is necessary for the immediate preservation of the public peace,
health, and safety.
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
